You mot f lily write thus, That St. Pal 17h, that Tythes 
were given un the Old T,aw to Leviter and Priets that came of 
the Linage of Lovi; but our Prieſts came nat of the Einag' of 
evi-tu'of the Cinage of Jidah,o which Judah no Ty:he: wire 
promiſed to be given. ( Mark here ) The Scripture frith, 
Of whom no man gave attendance of the Altar, Verſe 
the x» th; AndVerſe the 14 th, Of which T+;Fe Moſes 
take nothing concerning the Priesthood, And you ty 1t 
faith, To which Judah vo Tythes were promn{ed to be given, 
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I marry !: This is like yo-r ſelf, Impudence in the Abſtrak, 
that dare, where the Scripture is ſo clear, thar the moſt 
Remote Senſe, and mot Strained Interpretation you can 
£1ve on it, Will not ſerve your turn, make ir ipeak jn expreſs 
rerms what you think far. 

And therefore ſay you Pax! ſaith, © That fince the Prieſt-
